Senior  (lass  sets  goal 
with  $2,500,000  project

a class  project,  according  to  Scott  Bergeson  class  presi- 
dent. 

The  project,  as  outlined  Tuesday  in  a meeting  of  all 
seniors  who  will  graduate  in  June  or  August,  includes  three 
alternate  methods  which  students  may  choose  to  raise  the 
money  which  will  be  donated  to  BYU. 

WILLIS>  project  chairman,  explained  that  plan 
A is  a $1,000  endowment  with  BYU  as  benefactor. 

A person  choosing  this  plan  would  pay  about' $40  a 
year  tor  25  years  to  the  endowment,  and  at  the  end  of  that 
time,  the  University  would  receive  the  donated  cash  plus 
dividends  or  approximately  $1,300,  Willis  said. 

Plan  “B”  consists  of  a $10,000  life  insurance  policy  A 
Person  would  pay  about  $173  a year  for  25  years  under  this 

a-  .^MATURITY,  the  University  would  receive  only  the 
dividends,  about  $1,400,  and  the  insurance  policy  would  re- 
mWV1i.Cor?e  for  th?  person  making  the  payments,  he  said. 

Both  plans  would  be  handled  by  Beneficial  Life  Insur- 
ance  bo. 


The  third  plan  is  a straight 
donation  program  whereby  a 
person  would  give  a set  amount 
to  the  University  each  year.  The 
donator  would  decide  the 
amount  and  the  money  would 
not  be  involved  in  any  type  of 
insurance  or  endowment  pro- 
gram. 

IF  ENOUGH  participate  in 
the  project,  the  class  hopes  to 
be  able  to  present  $1,000,000  in 
cash  and  pledges  to  the  Univer- 
sity in  May,  Bergeson  said. 

Noble  Waite,  assistant  to 
President  Wilkinson,  said  if  the 
more  than  1,800  seniors  at  BYU 
participate  in  the  program,  it 
would  eclipse  any  effort  expend- 
ed by  any  class  in  any  univer- 
sity in  the  land. 

“Learn  to  give  and  give  gen- 
erously. We  must  get  in  the 
habit  if  giving,  particularly  to 
those  things  which  have  to  do 
with  the  Kingdom  of  God,”  he 
told  the  seniors. 

PRESIDENT  WILKINSON, 
who  also  spoke  at  the  meeting, 
said  because  the  Church  is  ex- 
panding in  many  areas  and 
needs  money  for  this  expansion, 
the  University  is  going  to  have 
to  find  other  means  to  help  fi- 
nance its  large  operation. 

This  senior  class  project  will 
help  meet  the  requirements  for 
additional  funds. 

In  the  past  11  years,  the  Uni- 
versity has  added  about  $60,- 
000,000  in  new  buildings  to  the 
campus  and  when  proposed 
structures  are  completed,  the 
University  will  have  invested 
approximately  $80,000,000  in  new 
buildings,  President  Wilkinson 
said. 

THESE  BUILDING  costs,  a 
500  per  cent  increase  in  operat- 
ing expense  and  a 140  per  cent 
increase  in  the  size  of  the  stu- 
dentbody over  the  past  11  years 
make  it  necessary  to  seek  addi- 
tional revenue  sources,  he  said. 

In  the  past,  each  student  at 
BYU  has  paid  from  21  to  22  per 
cent  of  his  education  expenses 
and  the  Church  has  paid  the 
balance.  In  the  future,  students 
must  expect  to  pay  more  for 
their  education. 

It  is  expected  that  BYU  will 
reach  an  established  limit  of 
15,000  students  by  1965  or  1966, 
arid  the  Church  will  have  to 
build  more  junior  colleges  as 
branches  of  BYU  to  accommo- 
date students. 

Thus  BYU  is  going  to  have  to 
become  more  self  sufficient. 
This  can  be  accomplished 
through  public  donations,  high- 
er tuition  fees,  and  projects 
such  as  the  senior  class  is  carry- 
ing out  this  year. 

BioAg  College 
boasts  top  staff 

Of  the  36  faculty  members 
of  the  College  of  Biological  and 
Agricultural  Sciences,  33  have 
Ph.D.’s,  according  to  Dr.  Rud- 
ger  H,  Walker,  dean  of  the 
college. 

This  is  probably  the  highest 
percentage  of  doctor’s  degrees 
of  any  college  at  the  Univer- 
sity, he  said.  All  36  are  full 
time  teachers  who  are  also  en- 
gaged in  research  of  some 
kind.

Current  movie 
depicts  era 
of  Civil  War 

“Birth  of  a Nation,”  the  mo- 
tion picture  currently  playing 
in  the  University  Cinema  series, 
is  the  most  important  motion 
picture  in  the  history  of  indus- 
try, according  to  Richard  Ben- 
son, marketing  manager  of  the 
Department  of  Audio-Visual 
Communication. 

This  film,  which  was  produced 
in  1915,  made  the  acting  pro- 
fession and  the  public  realize 
the  importance  of  the  motion 
picture  as  a media  of  mass  com- 
munication, he  said. 

Before  its  production,  pictures 
were  generally  regarded  as  a 
cheap,  crude  form  of  education. 
David  W.  Griffith,  producer  of 
the  film,  changed  this  attitude 
by  presenting  a different  type 
of  film. 

By  eliminating  the  exagger- 
ated, trite  actions  of  most  silent 
pictures  and  presenting  an  au- 
thentic version  of  the  Civil  War 
in  epic  proportions,  Griffith  suc- 
ceeded in  producing  a film  com- 
parable to  today’s  epic  motion 
pictures,  Benson  said. 

The  story  of  “Birth  of  a Na- 
tion” revolves  around  two  fam- 
ilies involved  in  the  Civil  War. 
Although  the  families  were 
friendly  toward  one  another, 
their  sons  were  formed  to  fight 
as  enemies  in  the  war. 

The  film  shows  fhe  plight  of 
the  Negro  and  the  hatred  of  the 
South  for  the  exploiting  north- 
ern carpetbaggers  and  scala- 
wags.

The  goal  of  the  senior  class  to  raise  $2,500,000  to  pre- 
sent to  the  University  is  indeed  admirable. 


With  rising  costs'of  operation  and  a largarscale  build- 
ing program  being  carried  on  at  BYU,  such  projects  are 
certainly  needed  to  help  relieve  the  financial  burden  being 
carried  by  the  Church. 


THE  PLAN,  AS  FINALLY  approved  by  the  _ Adminis- 
tration, will  aid  alumni  to  help  support  the  institution  at 
which  they  received  their  education. 


While  the  plan  seems  to  be  good  and  the  motive  is 
justified,  we  feel  it  is  in  poor  taste  to  resort  to  the  use  of 
the  Gospel  to/promote  the  program. 


Alumni  should  expect  to  support  their  Alma  Mater.  A 
frank,  business-like  report  of  why  funds  are  needed  should 
be  sufficient  to  stimulate  alumni  to  make  their  donations. 


At  the  Tuesday  meeting  of  the  seniors,  President  Wil- 
kinson made  such  a report  and  it  was  well  received. 


HOWEVER,  OTHER  PERSONS  resorted  to  the  appeal 
that  “blessings”  would  come  to  those  who  contribute,  and 
other  appeals  of  a religious  nature  were  made.  These  ap- 
peals were  not  so  well  received. 

We  feel  that  the  students  realize  this  University  repre- 
sents big  business  and  it  naturally  inherits  the  ills  that  go 
with  the  same. 


The  students  accept  this  as  something  to  live  with,  a 
necessary  evil  and  a part  of  our  modern-day  life. 

HOWEVER,  THEY  DO  NOT  accept  the  mixing  of  Gos- 
pel with  this  big  business.  It  is  taking  unfair  advantage  of 
the  faith  of  some  of  the  members  of  the  Church. 

We  say  it  is  time  to  treat  big  business  as  big  business. 
The  students  are  old  enough  to  accept  it.  On  the  other  hand, 
v/e  should  like  to  see  Gospel  matters  treated  as  such  and 
kept  separate  from  big  business.

“KELSE  ” as  he  is  called  by 
his  friends,  capped  a successful 
high  school  career  at  Juab  High 
School  in  Nephi  where  he  was 
an  All-State  performer  for  the 
Juabs.  In  his  senior  year,  he 
averaged  23.1  points  per  contest. 

As  a freshman  at  the  BYU, 
he  was  a member  of  the  Gay 
Nineties  Frosh  team  who  av- 
eraged over  90  points  a game. 
Kelson  added  to  their  average 
as  a first  stringer  averaging 
17.1  a contest. 

AS  A SOPHOMORE  for  Stan 
Watts,  Kelson  was  the  fourth 
leading  scorer  behind  Gary 
Earnest,  Dave  Eastis  and  Bruce 
Burton  with  a 8.8  total  average. 
He  hit  48  per  cent  of  his  shots 
from  the  floor.  The  scrappy  Kel- 
son was  the  third  leading  re- 
bounder with  116  takedowns. 

This  season,  Jim  Kelson  has 
averaged  12.5  for  the  Cougars 
in  conference  play.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  — The
